Collister explained that the state 
toll Bridge Authority is currently 
spending $200,000 on preliminary 
planning of a bridge from the Rich­ 
mond ferry landing to San Quentin 
Ffclnt.

Need For Planning 
In Inaugural Talk 


B f MORRIE LANDS BERG 
SACRAMENTO (/P) — Governor 
Warren’s inaugural address to the 
California legislature next Mon­ 
day will emphasize planning— 
Planning for civil defense; 
And planning to “prepare our 
state for the additional millions of 
people I am convinced will come 
our way,” 
Warren, on the threshold of a 
third term, broadly outlined the 
nature of his address to the open­ 
ing session of the 1951 legislature 
in his regular “report to the people1 
broadcast last night. 
Hie governor said California’s 


sponsibility for raising the taxes to 
meet the extra cost.” 
Legislative Auditor A. Alan Post 
affirmed, in reply to a reporter's 
question, that the administration 
should not find it difficult to bal- 
ance the 1951-52 budget. 
The state’s financial picture, he 
said, is getting better as the inter­ 
national situation gets worse. Rev­ 
enues are* going up. And, said Post, 
“we’re in for a period of infla­ 
tion.” 
He agreed 
with the governor, 
however, that the cost of govern­ 
ment is going up, too.

Underway In Three Marin Towns 


A number of first aid courses to 
train civilians for emergency action 
are being started in several Mann 
communities. 
The courses, meeting for nine ses 
slons, offer Instruction in treatment 
of wounds and bums caused by 
bombing or other catastrophe. Prac­ 
tical Immediate treatment of frac­ 
tures, excessive bleeding and shock 
are demonstrated. Artificial respir­ 
ation and proper transportation of 
the wounded are taught and «con­ 
tenta for home first aid kits sug­ 
gested. 
In San Rafael, courses will start 
at the Red Cross chapter house on 
Wednesday, January 10, from 9:30- 
11:30 a. zxl and on Thursday, Janu­ 
ary 11, from 7:30-9:30 p. m. 
In San Anselmo, courses will start

11:30 a. m. and Wednesday, Janu­ 
ary 17, from 7:30-9:30 p. m. in the 
San Anselmo city hall.

Actually, he added, the chief bot­ 
tleneck “is the 
lack of 
general 
awareness of the dangers that we 
face.” 
The average Californian is still 
apathetic, Warren said. 
He’s not 
responding to the call for volun­ 
teers—|or 35,000 law enforcement 
auxiliary officers, 350,000 block war­ 
dens, 3,500,000 persons trained in 
emergency first aid. 
“Most local officials themselves 
are now becoming aware of 
the 
danger” the governor said. “But 
they have the tremendous Job of 
transmitting that feeling to the in­ 
dividual who is still dwelling in 
the dream world of ‘it can’t happen 
here.’ 
“For our own protection all Cali­ 
fornians must realize, and realize 
quickly, that the danger is here, the 
task of preparation is great, and 
the time may be shorter than we 
think.” 
On other phases of his program, 
Warren reiterated he is going to 
call for a balanced budget. 
He 
wants to continue his pay-as-you- 
go policy. In other words, no new 
taxes. 
“And I am going to take the po­ 
sition,” he said, repeating a familiar 
theme, “that if 
the 
legislature 
wants to spend more money than 
our present tax structure can pro­ 
duce it will have to assume the re­ 


needs for the general fund—the 
state’s main operating fund—un­ 
doubtedly will be larger in the next 
year, some experts believe Warren 
still will be able to present a bud­ 
get under a billion dollars. 
The reason: the state has Just 
about run out of reserve funds 
built up during World War II and 
spent largely for state building pro­ 
jects. It came close to $200,000,000 
in the 1950-51 budget—more than 
enough to make a visible dent in 
the budget total. 
Warren cleared up one point in 
his broadcast. His new budget will 
deal with the regular items of gov­ 
ernment. Civil defense in all of Its 
major aspects will have to be treat­ 
ed separately. 
A guess around the capítol is that 
the legislature may Insist on finan­ 
cing civil defense functions at the 
outset from the state’s $75,000,000 
rainy day fund. 
Warren said the urgent matters 
awaiting the 1951 legislature re­ 
minded him of the problema the 
state faced when he first became 
governor in January, 1943. Then, as 
now, the world situation means 
planning for civil defense and for

Too Many Demands 


The term "demand” ii too much with us. 
When a member arises to address Congress, he is 
prone not to suggest a measure but to demand 
it. 
When the bargaining representatives of a 
labor organisation approach an employer they 
are likely to bring not recommendations for new 
working terms but demands. When a private 
dtiien or civic group calls for some public 
change or improvement there is the same ten­ 
dency not to propose but to demand. 
A demand implies authority to make a claim 
and confidence that it will be honored. Henct 
the temptation is great for anyone who believes 
he has a just and rightful cause (and who does 
not?) to resort to demand Jpr the psychological 
benefit of this implication of authority and con­ 
fidence. The troáble is that there are usually 
people on the other side of the issue, too, and 
they may have the same belief that their position 
Is the rightful one. The demand does not im­ 
press them. 
On the contrary it steels their 
resistance to the thing demanded. 
All of us might make more net gains, in both 
private life and public, with less of demand and 
more of suggestion, proposal, recommendation 
and reasoned argument.

California Taxes Compared 


Chamber of Com- 
a comparative survey 
The California Sute 
merce has been making 
of the California tax situation. Taking the 18 
most populated states and the neighboring 
sutes of Arizona and Oregon for comparison, 
the study shows that California ranks well up 
among the sutes with the highest state-levied 
tax burdens. It is third highest in pe^capita, 
and second only to New York in total dollar 
volume of taxes collected. In «combined sute 
and local tax collections it is second on a per 
capita basis and fourth on an income basis. 
It is not surprising that our tax burden is so 
heavy, for there are not many sutes with 
billion dollar budgets. And if our expenditures 
are going to be high, naturally our taxes must 
be correspondingly high. 
Whether we get as 
much or more for our tax dollar than other 
states, we do not know, for the study does not 
attempt to evaluate the standard of government 
or services rendered in other states. We do know 
that our aid to the aged and handicapped tops 
the country in amount given per person, and 
that our schools rank among the finest in the 
nation. 
The Legislature will meet January 8 to con­ 
sider the 1951-52 expenditure*. The governor 
hopes to present a balanced budget. There will 
be many requests for appropriations for new or 
further expansions in services, which can easily 
throw the budget out of balance. And the only 
way to bring the budget back into balance would 
be to provide new or increased taxes. As has 
been pointed out on numerous occasions before, 
•o many of the costs of the state government are 
fixed by the constitution, or by laws now in 
effect, that there is little left for the governor 
and Legislature to control. They can, howeyer, 
limit new or increased services. 


This is an appropriate time to bring out this 
comparative study of state taxes. Granted that 
we may be receiving more for our tax dollar 
than other states, it does not follow that we can 
continue to increase government expenditures 
indefinitely without having to pay the penalty 
eventually in a reduced income because we have 
taxed business out of the state. 
As the state 
chamber reminds us, "our tax burden must never 
become so high that it puts California manufac­ 
turers and producers at a disadvantage in com­ 
petition with manufacturers and producers of 
other states." 


We cannot continue to attract those people 
who flock here to share in our bounty by penal­ 
izing those who create that bounty. When the 
penalty becomes too severe the creators will de­ 
part and thus leave less for the sharers to divide 
among themselves—Petaluma Argus-Courier.

Under New Social

Security Sit Tight

WASHINGTON—(rP)You can sit tight for a 
while if you’re one of those self-employed people 
who came under social security coverage Janu­ 


ary 1. 
Like anyone else covered by social security, 
you'll have to pay a tax. But you get more time 
to pay it Your tax is different. And you pay 
it in a different way. 
The tax on the self-employed is 214 per cent 
on only the first $5,800 of income, no matter 
how much you earn above $5,600. 
Although you go under social security cover­ 
age January 1, 1951, you pay no tax until 1952 
when you make out your regular income tax 
return on 1951 income. 
On the bottom of that tax form in 1952 
there’ll be a place for you to note your occupa­ 
tion as self-employed and list the social security 
tax you owe. 
Then, ^vhen you file that income tax return, 
you pay in full any 1951 income tax you owe, 
together with whatever social security tax you 
owe. 
Remember: On that tax return you must list 
your social security number. If you don't have 
one, get it before filing your tax return in 1952.

NEW YORK VP) — Parallel 34, 
where it bisects Korea, Is a blood- 
red line now in American military 
history. 
Should the U n i t e d Nations’ 
forces have stopped there? 
Would the Chinese Communists 
have remained neutral—at least in 
the military sense—tf the Eighth 
Army had remained south of the 
Una? 
Thera are no easy answers to 
these questions. They will he de­ 
bated for many years In ths study 
of this first armed collision De­ 
tween the Communist world and 
the free nations. When the Eighth 
Army went over the parallel it 
moved toward a date with destiny. 
These were the Issues: 
Parallel 38 was not, and never 
was Intended to be an interna­ 
tional boundary between two dif­ 
ferent Korean "states." It was a 
World War II mUitaiy "phase 
line," meaning ¿hat it was fixed, 
tor convenience, by Russian and 
American military commanders in 
the Orient. For administrative 
purposes, the Russians agreed to 
handle the surrender of the Jap­ 
anese army north of parallel 38; 
the Americans disarmed and de­ 
mobilized the Japanese south of 
the line. 
That was all. Hie creation of 
a "north" and "south" Korea with 
separate 
governments, separate 
armies, and separate areas was 
never envisaged (by the democra­ 
cies, anyway) when the post-war 
settlements were being made. 
Soviet advisors to the north 
Koreans, however, quickly turned 
parallel 38 into an actual bound­ 
ary. The fhm curtain dropped on 
It, and two Korean "states" thus 
came into being, in fact if not in 
law. 
The UN. army was created, last 
June and July, tor two purposes. 
One was to destroy the north 
Korean forces which Invaded the 
south. The other was to clear the 
way for the Korean people, unim­ 
peded by Communist overlords, to 
establish a single government for 
both halves of the country. 
The Eighth Army reached the 
38th parallel on Oct. 1. 
At that time, the Korean Red 
army had been virtually destroyed 
as an organized fighting force. It 
was s p l i n t e r e d into countless 
bands, ranging from a few hun­ 
dred men to groups «if regimental 
► size (3,000) who had fled to the 
hills, for the most part, abandon­ 
ing their heavy equipment, break­ 
ing off contact; in short, running 
for their lives. 
Only a few of the original 26 
Red divisions were pulling hack In 
good order into north Korea. 
But all of them, organised and 
disorganised, had orders to make 
their way through the mountains 
by back roads and goat-paths, to 
rendezvous points on the other 
side of parallel 38, In score* of 
places, the Eighth Army found 
these written Instructions» or took 
the documents from captured offi­ 
cers. 
The Red plan wae «0 reoganiaa 
north of tbe "border." 
In short, if the Eighth Army had 
halted there, the Reds would have 
carried out this plan, cafe and un­ 
molested in the vast reaches of 
north Korea. It would have been 
a matter of a month or two, at 


received new arms and equipment 
from China, and been ready again 
tor the field. 
They then would have returned 
to the attack, at a time and place 
of their own choosing, while the 
Eighth Army sat quietly waiting 
for the blow to fall. 
Hence, from the military point 
of view, there was no alternative. 
The enemy had been defeated. Not 
to have pursued the shatter 
Reds 
and completed the job would have 
been a classic of military atupldity. 
Moreover, the second objective— 
a unified Korea under one gov-' 
eminent—could not have been at­ 
tained. The Communist regime 
was still in Pyongyang. And with 
Communist troops controlling the 
north, no U.N. commission could 
possibly have gone up to supervise 
the proposed Korean elections. 
Thus, from the political view as 
well, the job was only half fin­ 
ished when the army reached the 
parallel. 
It came up to the line on Oct. L 
On that same date, an ominous 
rumble was heard in Peiping. The 
Communist Chinese foreign min­ 
ister, Chou En-Lal, said in a 
speech: "China win not sit su­ 
pinely and see her neighbor rav­ 
aged by the imperialists." 
Apparently, the speech was ap­ 
praised as mere sabre-rattling. 
Actually, it turned out to be a 
specific statement of intentions. 
. In that same week, as we now 
know, Chinese divisions began 
staging in Mukden. Two were 
ready to move by Oct. 10. The 
Chinese began crossing the Yalu 
river into Korea on Oct. 18, and 
they crossed In force Oct. 31. 
Where ¡ was American intelli­ 
gence? Why didn’t re know this? 
Why did we continue to move 
north? 
General MacArthur’s chief of In­ 
telligence, Major General Charles 
A Willoughby, says we did know 
It. By Oct. 28, a dozen or more 
r ' 
ese p r i s o n e r s were taken. 
Peiping said they were "volun­ 
teers," but the prisoners named 
their army units anl said they 


had never heard anything about 
"volunteering." 
The Chinese struck hard In early 
November and halted the UN. 
race toward the Yalu river. Then, 
mysteriously, they disappeared for 
several weeks. 
„

Patrols went out 10 and 13 miles 
without locating any Chinese po­ 
sitions. Warm camp fir8s were 
discovered. Badly - needed tanks 
heavy artillery pieces were found, 
abondoned on railway sidings. The 
Chinese gave every Indication of 
having pulled out of Korea. 
There was great hope on the 
UN. side that they had made a 
brief "gesture” toward helping the 
defeated Korean Reds, and having 
done ao, had gone back across the 
border into China. 
Actually, they were building up 
strength In the mountains about 
40 miles south of the Yalu. It was 
eminently feasible. This is some 
of the most tortuous and twisted 
land In the world, a mountain 
area, covered with forest, and 
chopped into a devil’s playground 
of ravines, valleys, draws and 
gorges. 
It was easy to "lose" hundreds 
of thousands of men in auch ter­ 
rain. 
H it winter nights are long up 
there, about 14 hours of darkness. 
It was also easy to move the truck 
convoys 40 miles from Manchuria 
to the ^ssembly area in a single 
night. Aerial reconnaissance was, 
practically speaking, powerless to 
check such movements. One col­ 
umn was spotted, and it was esti­ 
mated to c o n t a i n some 16,000 
Chinese, the equivalent of two 
divisJ- *?. 
They came down in darkness 
and concealed themselves in the 
lonely mountain forests. When the 
moment came, they struck. 
Intelligence m ay n o t have 
known the size of the Chinese 
force. Certainly, it did not know* 
the intentions of the Peiping gov­ 
ernment. But by that time, late 
November, the die 
already 
cast, and for better or worse, there 
was nothing to do but light it out.

SOME SELF-EMPLOYED people already 
have a social security number from a previous 
time when they worked for someone else. 
If 
you don't hive one, apply for it at your nearest 
social security office or send in an application 
which you can get at your nearest post office. 
Unless your 1951 net income—income after 
deducting for business ekpenses—is at least $400, 
you are not covered by the social security pro­ 
gram for the self-employed. 
(You cannot indude as income money from 
rents, unless you are in the real estate business, 
or morfey from stocks or* bonds.) 


Further, the law itself says certain self-’ 
employed people cannot get into the program 
at all. You’re kept out of it by law, and there­ 
fore pay no tax and get no benefits, if you’re one 
of these: 
Farm-owner, doctor, lawyer, dentist, optome­ 
trist, osteopath, veterinarian, chiropractor, Chris­ 
tian Science practjoner, professional engineer, 
naturopath, architect, fulltime practicing public 
accountant, or an undertaker.

WHAT SELF-EMPLOYED people do come 
under the program now? The list is wide but 
this will give you an idea, for you come under it 
if you: 
Run a store-like a grocery, meat market, 
beauty parlor, or run a filling station, barber 
shop, laundry, drug store, theater, hotel, flower 
shpp» taxi** tailor shop, tourist court, printing 
shop, advertising agency, photographic studio, 
second-hand shop, shoe-shine stand, real estate 
agency. 
. 
And you’re covered if you are in partnership 
in a business or if you work for yourself as a 
writer, photographer, appraiser, adjuster, artist, 
private teacher, sign painter. 
In case you don’t know what social security 
coverage means, it's this: 
If the job you do is covered by law, you pay 
a social security tax. If you stay in that job long 
enough, you and your wife get a pension when 
you retire after 65 and if you die there 
benefits for your family. 


We are becoming more and more 
alert to the fact that the seeds of 
many very serious diseases are 
planted in childhood. At this early 
stage, when the symptoms are 
ra*ver vague or indefinite, the 
disease may be overlooked or 
wrongly diagnosed, but the time 
will come in later life when it will 
take its full toll. 
•.One of these disorders Is known 
as bronchiectasis, a condition in 
which the small bronchial tubes 
of the lungs are enlarged. It is 
thought that the majority of such 
''cases begin in early childhood, 
though the condition frequently 
goes wuqcognized until it mani­ 
fests itself fully in adult life. This 
condition Is the most common 
cause of lung hemorrhage, which 
occurs much more often in bron­ 
chiectasis than in the more fa­ 
miliar tuberculosis of the lungs. 


WHOOPING COUGH 
Many cases of this disorder re­ 
sult from whooping cough, meas­ 
les, or pneumonia. Wheezing is a 
common symptom, particularly in 
children, but the outstanding 
symptom Is coughing, together 
with the bringing up of a great 
deal of thick, greenish sputum of 
an offensive odor. 
It is very Important that the 
disorder be discovered early be­ 
cause proper treatment may keep 
the condition from progressing, 
and at least aid in warding off 
infection of the bronchi whicji 
often occurs. 


Unfortunately, the con d i t i o n 
cannot be diagnosed by ordinary 
X-ray examination. The diagnosis 
can defnlltely be made by putting 
iodized oil into all of the bronchi 
and then taking an X-ray plate. 
However, the coughing and the 
bringing up of large amounts of 
sputum are usually enough to 
id en f'v it. Certain complications 
»f bronchiectasis may oCcur, such 
as recurrent attacks of pneumonia, 
lung abscesses, and infections In 
other parts of the body. 


USE OF VACCINE 
Prevention of this condition in­ 
volves first, the use of vaccine to 
protect children against whooping 
cough. When a child has a respi­ 
ratory infection, he should be kept 
quiet, given steam to inhale, and 
antibiotics to parent the infection 
with germs which so often follows 
a virus infection of the nose and 
throat. Thick secretions must be 
loosened and eliminated since, if 
they are allowed to obstruct the 
air passages, stretching of the 
bronchi Is likely to occur. 
After bronchiectasis has become 
well established, there is, at pres­ 
ent, no hope for a cure, except by 
surgery whereby the infected parts 
of the lung are removed. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A Reader: What is meant by 
fat in the blood? Is It dangerous? 
Answer: There is always some 
fart circulating in the blood. An 
excess of fat in the blood may 
come from a variety of disorders. 
A -careful study should be made 
by your doctor to determine the 
cause of your difficulty. 
I do not believe the condition 
is a dangerous one.

Shortages Being 


Studied In Plan 


The problem of too many anglers 
and too few trout is shared by all 
western states.

Alarmed at the volume of off-base 
traffic Injuries, fatalities and prop­ 
erty losses involving Air Force per 
sonnel, the Western Air Defense 
Force is encouraging civilian police 
agencies in the area of its juris­ 
diction to crackdown on traffic vio­ 
lators In Air Force uniform with in­ 
creased vigor. 
Brigadier General Donald R 
Hutchinson, acting commanding 
general of WADF, with headquar­ 
ters at Hamilton Air Force base, ex­ 
plained in a letter to police chiefs 
that they should enforce traffic laws 
where Air Force personnel are con­ 
cerned as rigidly as with civilians 
and that no leniency should be 
shown either in issuing summons or 
meting out penalties, regardless of 
persons or rank. 
“Every,member of this command,' 
General Hutchinson told police au- 
horities, “must be made to realize 
that he is subject to all civilian laws 
as well ms military regulations. All 
should be impressed with the fact 
that being a member of the Air 
Force in no way relieves him from 
liability for civilian arrest, or to 
punishment by civilian as well as 
military courts." 
While promising civilian authori­ 
ties cooperation, General Hutchin­ 
son called upon Air Force Com­ 
manders under his jurisdiction to 
bear down on indoctrination of Air 
Force personnel on the importance 
and necessity of safe driving prac­ 
tices. Sharpened disciplinary meas­ 
ures are in store for future traffic 
violators, the general indicated. 
A nationwide review of accidents 
was contained in the air provost 
marshal's digest for October 1950, 
which he quoted in part: 


“The large number of traffic acc! 
dents involving military drivers at­ 
tributed to disregard of traffic law 
by such drivers. The large number 
of violations of local and state traf­ 
fic laws by military personnel. 
“The causes have recently been 
emphasized by a letter from a state 
superintendent of police to the sec­ 
retary of defense calling attention 
to the seriousness of the situation 
in his state, and the potential loss 
of manpower to the services." 
These statistics were listed: 
“There were 3,331 reported mov­ 
ing traffic violations off-base in the 
continental United States for the 
first eight months of 1950 both gov­ 
ernment and civilian vehicles oper­ 
ated by Air Force-drivers.

Still more billions are to 
come in the new Congress session 
ed the House Tuesday. 
Senate approval completed acHon 
on the $20,000,000,000 bill. It pass­ 
ed the House yesterday. 
The measure carries $17,000,000,- 
000 for the Army, Navy, Air Force 
and Marines; $1,065,000,000 /or the 
rapidly expanding atomic energy 
program, and $1,834,911,000 for the 
stockpiling of copper, rubber, zinc, 
nickel and other critical materials.

was a good thing, but It was too 
much of a good thing. There was so 
much rain and so many overflows 
that there is too much water stand-* 
iny around.

ing areas. / 
John Cowan, who manages the 
qray Lodge refuge and the Colusa 
National Refuge, sums the situa­ 
tion up this way:

SACRAMENTO <U.R>—Got. Earl 
Warren announced the cost of a 
civil defense program for California 
last week, a round $340,000,000. 
And the governor said the state 
and its local governments are go­ 
ing to have to put up $150,000,000 
of the total. 
The figure is set In the civil 
defense 
bill 
niw 
being 
consid­ 
ered by Congress, for a three year 
program. 
California is down for 
a $190,000,000 share of the federal 
money. 
Warren said he will ask the leg­ 
islature to provide authority for 
state and local 
governments 
to 
shsre in the progrsm. 
“California is not going to ba be­ 
hind in the protection of its people,” 
he said. 
"As soon as the federal 
government determines exactly how 
comprehensive its evil defense pro­ 
gram will be, we’ll put on full steam 
ahead to comply with It.” 
Until the federal policy is set, the 
governor said, the state will ''do 
all the spadework that can be done 
Warren said he didnt have any 
idea of how state and local govern­ 
ments would divvy up the costs. He 
said he believed that problem could 
be worked out at January meetings 
of the league of California cities 
and the county supervisors associa­ 
tion. 
Meanwhile, the state civil defense 
organisation started work to recruit 
and train 1,500,000 Californians for 
service in event of attack. 
Major General W. M. Robertson, 
the civil defense director, said the 
first objective is to have someone 
trained in first aid in every house­ 
hold. He said Red Cross chapters 
are working on that program. 
Also needed are 
350,000 
block 
wardens, ail to be selected by city 
and county governments. 
Reserve law enforcement officers 
also are being recruited and Robert­ 
son said that program isn’t going so, 
welL He said 45,000 are needed, and 
only 2,500 are in training now. 
The civil defense office also urged 
all cities and towns to survey all 
buildings that could serve as bomb 
shelters.

The did people’s home declared it 
filed a claim for exemption from 
taxes in March 1945 and that the 
claim was refused by the county. 
The claim was based that the home, 
as a non-profit corporation operat 
tag a home for elderly people on a 
life-time basis, was entitled to ex­ 
emption. 
Wafh year since, the home has 
paid its taxes under protest. 
Recently, according to the hew 
petition, the courts have ruled that 
such Institutions are exempt. Now 
the home Is refiling Its claim for 
exemption and seeks return of the 
N 
$5,705.30 which It says was collect­ 
ed and held Illegally. 
The supervisors referred the mat­ 
ter to the district attorney. 
The supervisors also: 
Empowered Supervisor T. Fred 
Bagshaw to take necessary action to 
provide proper courtroom facilities 
for Judge John J. Miller’s Sausa- 
lito township court. The lease on 
the existing facilities at 1$ Princess 
street, Sausalito, expires February 1. 
Judge Miller, in a letter to the 
board, proposed rent of quarters at 
428 Caledonia street, office building 
of the Sausalito News. Rent would 
be $50 per month. Rent on the ex­ 
piring lease was $42.50. 
Received a resolution from the 
board of directors, San Rafael 
Chamber of Commerce, endorsing 
the site for the proposed San Ra- 
fael-Richmond bridge which paral­ 
lels the existing ferry service. 
Ordered the county auditor to 
present a report at next Monday's 
meeting on the amount of money

Subject to income limitations gad 
other requirements, dependent par­ 
ents of a deceased veteran or ser­ 
viceman whose jieath was due to 
military service in either World 
War I or II or in Korea may be 
eligible for monthly compensation 
payments, according to W. P. "Doc" 
Duhamel, veterans service officer. 
A single surviving 
parent, 
if 
eligible, may receive $50 a month. 
If both parents are alive, the Vet­ 
erans Administration pays each of 
them $35 a month, Duhamel «*td, 
Both dependency and relation­ 
ship to the deceased veteran must 
be proved by copies of official rec­ 
ords and by affidavits, however, and 
the use of official forms for the 
various documents involved will ex­ 
pedite the payment, he pointed out. 
In addition, there are many tech­ 
nical points to be understood, such 
as what kinds of income are 4 or 
are not counted for the purpose of 
determining dependency. 
Barents of deceased veterans or 
servicemen in Marin county may 
obtain complete information and 
expert assistance in the filing of 
death compensation claims at the 
County Veterans Service Office.
